In  reply  to  your  letter  of  March  3rd,  which  I  have  received 
to-day,  I  wish  to  inform  you  that  your  Mother  authorized  me  to 
prepare  all  necessary  documents  for  an  immigration  visa  for  Mary 
Gryoh.  Our  fee,  including  stamps,  3eals,  and  preparation  of  docu¬ 
ments  wa3  to  be  *30.00.  Tour  mother  paid  Fifteen  (<  15.00)  Dollars 
on  account. 

To  get  Mies  Orych  to  the  TTnited  States,  we  must  first  send 
such  documents  to  her*  instruct  her  as  to  her  proceedings,  end 
then  wait  patiently  until  the  Consul  notifies  her  to  appear  be¬ 
fore  him  for  issuance  of  an  immigration  visa. 

As  Miss  Grych  is  subject  to  the  Polish  immigration  quota 
as  she  was  born  in  Poland,  and  the  quota  is  small,  then  she  must 
wait  until  the  Consul  notifies  her  for  a  visa  at  least  year, 
or  maybe  somewhat  longer. 

At  the  present  time,  no  steamship  ticket  is  needed  by  her, 
until  the  time  when  the  Consul  notifies  her  and  tails  her  that 
3he  will  obtain  a  visa  from  him. 

If  you  have  intentions  of  completing  the  case,  that  is  to 
try  to  bring  her  to  the  United  States,  kindly  have  your  husband 
or  you  fill  out  the  enclosed  application,  and  return  to  us. 
v.'e  will  cheok  the  application,  and  from  this  application  we  will 
prepare  necessary  documents,  and  will  later  notify  you  what 
documentary  evidence  is  necessary  in  her  cose. 

Naturally  you  will  have  to  pay  the  balance  of  Fifteen  (CIS. 00) 
Dollars  to  the  money  already  paid  by  your  mother  in  the  amount  of 
Fifteen  (015.00)  Dollars,  which  will  make  a  total  of  Thirty  ($30.00). 
Dollars  paid  in  all,  and  which  will  be  our  complete  fee  for  pre¬ 
paration  of  documents  up  to  the  time  Mi3s  Gryoh  will  obtain  her 
visa.
